Ix)uiso Micliel is that f'liinous (.'oin- 
inunavde wlio iva.s somctliing of a mar 
tyr and all of u lioroine, who fought on 
tho barricades, nursed the wounded Khc 
had shot down, had a woman's pay 
after tlie fight, ami in battle tlie heart 
and dress of a nmn. r.oui.so gave her- 
self upto the troojiH ratliur than coinpro- 
tniHe the safety of her mother. .Siio 
was in hiding, and she might have got 
away, but thcj* seized her parent ami 
held her as a kind of ho.stagc ; und to 
save her tho daughter surrendered. Lou 
iae was the prisoner who wrote from 
New Caledonia in the hauglitio.st .style 
to the Pre.sident of tiio Kepublic to tell 
him under what contlitions she would 
graciously let him sot her free, l.oiii.sa 
leturned to us the other Ha.y, and .50,- 
000 people waited at St. Laznre 
to meet her. It was the Com 
iiuine coming bank- -the; true Com- 
mune, RochcforL's Commune, am! 
that of all the other dundie.s of litera- 
ture, seems a mere sham by its Hide. 
This is, I think, what has most fright- 
ened Do Oirartlin :— Louise is eviden t 
ly BO very much in earnest. Ho could 
manage the oth(!r.s, because they argue 
and waste themselves in the uuciuling 
warfare of tho pen, Loui.so has left otF 
arguing — she acts. She is a terrilily 
convinced person ; she really means 
and thinks and feels the Communi'; 
she has visions about it. Nothing 
could have been more startingly 
grotesque than the return to the crew of 
litnrary ioi^^^iYor/iV,';-;* whorun tliismove- 
ment of this semi prophetic personage. 
They had expected one like themselves, 
and for this one and themselves into 
the bargain they had prepared a grantl ^ 
banquet at a restaurant in the Palais i 
Royal, which was to be eaten in honor | 
of the proletariate, wliilo the proletar- j 
iate stood outside. Tlie ajiiiarition 
that met their oyes on the arrival of | 
the St. Lazare train was of quite an- 
other description. A grey-licaded 
woman of fifty, with bigii cheek bone« , 
and not at all handsome — rather the j 
other way were it not for the eyes — 

jumped out, brushed Eocliefort and the j 
others aside after a hasty cuddle of 
fraternal greeting, and asked in the 
most inatter-of-fact way when tho next 
train \yould start for the little country 
place where her mother lived. "Oh, 
but you will stop for the banquet /' 
" What banquet ; Of course not. Oive 
mo a sandwich and tln^ time table, if 
you please."' 

Louise had always been like this. 
Rochefort could have told them of her. 
hard winter voyage to New Caledonia, 
when she would walk the deck with 
bare feet to givo lier shoes and stock- 
ings to some woman who sceniod to 
want them more. She was moody, re- 
served, silent, consumed in her own 
thoughts, sick of heart sometimes, as 
much with her convict companions as 
with all the world. They seemed be- 
low the level of their destiny — not 
sufTiciently proud, in fact, of their 
.-ilripes. The oOicers of the ship were 
afraid of her. She once threatened to 
commit suicide because thoy would nol> 
award her some punishment which she 
had legally incurred by a breach of the 
rules. They did not want the scandal 
of her suicide, so tlioy gave the jmiiish- 
ment. At New Caledonia she looked 
after tho sick, and taught the little 
boys and girls. When .she camo back 
the other day she quietly announced 

■ her prospective intention of killing 
Garabetta. She lias not quite decided 
to do it yet, but she thiuks it will have 
to be done, because he i.'; a false bio- 
iher, a professional democrat who has 
made use of democracy to heconic 
a "swell.'-' There is so much in it 
that they haye increased his private 
guard at' Palais Bourbon, and eS'en her 
own friends, Rochefort and the others, 
arc doing their best to keep her at 

; home. Thoy do not want to bo idcnti- 
tied with a person who means business 
to that extent. It is all a question of 
a certain gOTeralization of history. As 
Louise lias read history there never 
was a troubled epoch but that the re- 
moval of one man would have set it 
right. Louise believes in these sinijde 
solutions. In every v;orld crisis she 
sees but one thing — the villain of the 
piece — and sho thinks bis only fitting 
opposite in the cast is tho avenger with 
the iknife. Thus during tho empire she 
bail firmly made-up her mind to kill 
Napoleon' TIT, and she was actually 
.setting about it with the grim method 
which characterizes her niovcnients 
when the outbreak of tlic war in Prus- 
sia saved her tho trouble. During the 
Commune .Bheycmllyjrofferejd to go to 
yorsaillestand kill Tft^^^ It would 
be sciiinplp, sho saiili arid it would 



settio the whole dispute most oflectu- 
ally. Forre, who then ruled Paris, 
did not know how to put her oU' — hero 
again, it was awkward to have to deal 
with a too zealous person — and so he 
answered her as civilly in his turn that 
it would bo impossible to get to Ver- 
sailles. "I will prove that," sho said, 
and she went and returned, entering 
the very house of Thiers much as David 
entered the tent of Saul. 'J'hat done, 
she renewed her offer, and Ferre grew 
so uneasy about it that he had her 
quietly put under restraint. Now she 
is ready, as was said, to strike down 
Gambetta on tho same simplo theory 
of historic What i.«i to bo 
done ? 

Louise is u sort of representative 
child of tho revolution and slu; has a 
strange history. Fifty years ago she 
was horn in an aristocratic French 
chateau, without being an aristocrat. 
Her motbcrwas a scullion who worked in 
tho chateau and h'or father was the 
mastiu- of the house. She was lirouglit 
iljj ill tlio |)lace iin.l slio receivcil an 
education suited to her father's rather 
than to hi'i' mother's rank. In time 
when her father's own lawful .son was 
adrift for di.sobedience slie took his 
jilaco in the family circle, still acknow- 
ledging on her own part and tending 
the peasant mother who had brought 
lier into the; world. Then, as sho came 
to bo n woman, slu! caught the Victor 
Hul;o fe\-er of the revolution, ami in 
ilu! most perilous way, not as a mere 
outpouring for the relief of tho .soul 
but as a series of j>rccopts for action. 
She liogau to write — somewhat in the 
imitation of the mastci', as shown in 
the lities of some of the things she 
gave to the world : " t)ur Lady of 
Vroncourt. " " Occidentals, " '* Spring 
Leaves, " " Summer Storms, " " Winter 
Winds, " " Dawn Songs," and "Voices" 
both from Ifeaveii and tho other place 
with now and then something in the 
grotesqur'v (■onii<' vein like the " .Mem- 
oirs of a Frog." .Sho sent some ^ of 
these things to a jwet and ho sent her 
back an edition of his works with a 
priceless autograph. Sho was evident- 
ly smitten with the disease of literature 
but events were to determine her ca- 
reer otliorwi.se. Tho aristocratic father 
died, the i)rotecting lady of tho house 
followed him and Louiso was turned 
out with her mother on her hands to 
earn bread for two ere she learned to 
earn it for one. Tliat was bad ; but a 
proposition inado to her to alleviate her 
lot was worse. They actually wantril 
to marry her to some local shopman — 
she, the inspired feminine Lsaiah of the 
new time I That decided her; she rush- 
ed awaj' to Paris with all speed and set 
up a school for little boys and girls at 
^lontmartre. Here the. Commune 
found iiei'. 'J'his is in brief the his- 
torv of Louise.

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the Hill hud ! 
been introduced by him as a jnivatu mem- | 
her, and that he had been req nested to i 
insert this clause by a member of the legal ' 
profcssio'.i. It was a clause that woidd do 
groat miscliief to this country by unsct- 
tliug the whole of the pro.ient .syatoiu of 
dealing with intestate estates. Tiie sec- 
tion virtually asked that whether a man 
died with or without a will, the I 
judge should have tho power to deal with j 
tho estate and place the widow and cliil- ' 
dren in a position that they could not i 
havo occupied if the testator had been | 
solvent. The clause enabled a judge mi j 
the eve of a dividend of an est.ito, who- i 
ther solvent or insolvent, to withdraw I 
from the aBSignecs any sum he ma}' see til 
for tho maintonanco of tho widow or chil- | 
dren of the dead person. No cnnsidei a- j 
(ion is to be given to the creditors. He 
was entirely against the clause. It would ; 
uerioasly injure tho credit of this province | 
which would be held up to ridicule for ' 
jiasaing an act to withdraw from the i 
cicditois of an ostato money that be- ! 
longed to thom. He hoped the clause ; 
would not pass. He knew of no law like 
it. If a man died intestate his wife was 
entitled to a third. It was a bad plan to 
interfere with testamentary dispositions, 
and.hc moved that the clause ho struck 
out. 

Mr. Sniithc said there might be as 
much isaid in favor of the clause as 
against it. The Attorncy-Ooneral's rea- 
soning was very plausible. But tho clau.se 
appeared to him to be an attempt to place 
tho widow of a man who had made a will, 
and failed to provide for her in the same 
position a.s tho widow of a man who had 
not made one. Under the present law 
the widow got lior third if the husband 
left no will. Under tho English law the 
wife was entitled to one-third of her hus- 
band's estate as a dower. That law, ho 
thought, was in force hero. He tliought 
the clause was a simple act of justice and 
ho did not agree with the reasoning of tlie 
.-kttorncy-Oemeral. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm replied lli.it pro- 
perty could he sold without the consent 
of the wifoandshebe thus dej>rivod of her 
dower. Ho would like to sec the widow 
and children provided for against the 
acta of unprincipled- husbands; hut thi.s 
was not a proper provision to jjlace in a 
bill of this kind. It gave the (Joint 
unlimited power over an intestate estate 
to the exclusion of creditors. 

Mr. HolgCHScn could syinpatlii/e with 
tho argument used by tho leader of the 
opposition, but ho thought the* clause 
called for the condemnation of every 
member of tho House, because itdi^prived 
creditors of tlicir just right, and if adopt- 
ed it would bo a blotcli on this liouse for 
all time to come. 

■ Mr. Wilson thought this was one of the 
moat dishonest clauses ever inserted in n 
bill antl be blamed tho attom^ general 
for allowing it to appear there, A man 
could put a lot of property in his liouso 
.■md then slioot himself for the lionefit of 
his family. A man's first duty was to pay 
his dobta. A man may live in an ex- 
travagant way or his wife and family may 
live far beyond the means of their hus- 
band during his lifetime, may get a home- 
st-eadaud mortgage it and then wlicn the 
husband and father died the whole es- 
tate was to bo swallowed up to reward tho 
fatnily for liaving been extravagant. Tlio 
doyrer act •vras a relic of feudalism. Real 



estate should be treated in the same way 
as other property. If anything was left 
the family wore entitled to it; but 
it would not bo right to cause 
the creditors— the sufl'erors — to ])ay for 
the maintenance of the family of the man 
who had injm-ed them. The" laws of tho 
province were osceeodingly liberal al- 
ready. He again expressed surprise that 
the clause was imported into tlio Bill and 
hoped it would be struck out. 

Mr. Smitho did not think there was any 
new principle involved in the clause. Tho 
ipiestion seemed to bo. • whether the 
the wife and lawful children should bo 
provided for or the creditors got tlio most 
of tho proceeds of the estates. Better to 
do a little wrong than do that which is un- 
lawfully right. If possible for wifo and 
child to get along without requiring any- 
thing from tho estate of an insolvent, tho 
judge would do right not to give it. If 
iu a condition of starvation of course tho 
thing would bo did'oront. Ho could .see 
nothing wrong in the clause. 

!Mr. Wilson thought tho hon. member 
from Cowichan was a littlo astray in com- 
paring the Homestead Act with tho pres- 
ent bill. To checkmate tlio creditors out 
of thcii' lawful rights was altogether 
wrong. 

IMr. jMcGillivary considorod that tho 
clause would be a prciuium ondishonesty. 
A man might got into debt and then Hit 
down and die in order that his estate 
might go to his wife and children. 

Mr. Mara did not altogether agree with 
tho previous speaker or with his friend on 
his right. If a wrong had been done in 
the Homestead Act wliy extend it to this! 
Provision had already been made for wid- 
ows and children as they were maintained 
out of tho estate for 12 months or till it 
was wound Up and tho judge could make 
reasonablo ullowanco for thom after that. 
.\ judge should not be cmpoworod to give 
away the money of lawful creditors. 
Would it not bo advisable to defer further 
consideration till the opinions of 
otiier legal gentlemen could be obtained ! 

Hon. Mr. Walkeni wished the thing to 
go on. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven was ([uito staggarcd 
in reading the clause. With lii-< colleague 
for Victoria city he believed that it 
should not have been inserted in the bill 
at all. If there was a bill before tho 
House to give a widow and children a 
certahi sum or percentage it would havo 
been a different thing, but this clauso 
placed it in tho power of a judge to givo 
away anything lie pleased to the widow 
and children. The principle ix a correct 
one that a widow should have her third 
luit of the estate. He was glad to find 
that the attorney general wa.s disposed to 
scratch it out. ■ 

Mr. Ferguson considered that the law 
was for tho -purpose of protoctirg pro- 
perty and not of squandering it. it was 
desirable to protect certain rights; but 
(his clause or anything iu connection with 
it was entirely wrong; and he would op- 
pose it. 

Mv. Ash w:is peisuaded.that the clause 
was beyond I lie power of the IIouso to 
deal with. It belonged to the Bankruptcy 
and Insolvency Laws. It, aiiplios par- 
ticularly to the estate of an insolvent and 
it was only a waste vf time for the Hoii.ie 
to discuss it. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm explained that it 
applied to ii man's estate that might ho 
quito solvent and yet in the hands of an 
administrator. 

Mr. Sinithe tliought it was wrong for 
the law to step in and say that (ho wife 
and family should not bo provided for. 
The clause was not new legislation. Had 
there ever been anything wrong done 
iu the matter under discussion ( He 
never heard of a judge doing wrong in 
providing for widows and children. 
There would lie no harm in passing the 
hill and leaving it to the judges of (ho .Su- 
preme Court to administer it. There 
was no danger of a judge doing anything 
unjust. He woiihl probably allow only 
enough to provide for (ho family. Tho 
clauso, however, migh( well be allowed (o 
stand ovi^r a short time. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem was mure ami more 
of opinion that (ho clause was a bad 
one. It would not stand the test uf pub- 
lic ()i>iniiui outside. No man in making 
his will would in tho first pl.aco pay 
his testamentary and fuiioml o.xpen80»and 
then make over the rest as he considered 
best. 

Clause .struck out. 
Clauses 10 and 17 also struck out. 
Bill reported complete with amend- 
nieiits. Report to bo considered Thui-s- 

day.

The four criminals, Allan jMcLcan 
Charlie JIcLean, Arcliio McLean and 
Alex. Hare met their death at the hands 
of tho common executioner on Monday 
morning at 20 minutes past eight o'clock. 
Tho executioner was a man named 
O'Brien, tho fee for which was .?200. Since 
the news arrived that the law must take 
its course they have appeared resigned 
to their fato, Allan conducting himself 
tho best of tho four. They havo _ eaten 
and slept well and paid groat attention to 
Ecv. Father Horris, who waa unremitting 
in Ids efforts iu fhoir behalf. Tho day 
before tho execution Allan, Archie and 
Haro bogged leave to view the acaiTold. 
Allan was first taken out. Ho went on 
to tho atructuro which waa situated on 
the eastern sido and standing underneath 
tho trap looked upwards at tho bolts, took 
a good view of it all, then said a prayer 
and turning round to the ga^lor ho said : 
"IMr. Moro8by,that is a rair piece of work 
and well put together." He was then 
conducted back to his cell. Archie and 
Hare thou came out. They also went 
over to the acaflbld and standing under 
tho trap Hare remarked to Archie as they 
shook hands, "Underhero we'll moetagain 
and bid a last good bye to one another.". 
Gliarlio didn't want to ace it. They all had 
dinner togotheron Sundayand made up with 
Haro whatever littlo difl'eronco existed be- 
tween them. Allan shaved himself 
during the afternoon and cleaned himself 
up for tlio morning's work. They slept 
soundly all Sunday night and were awak- 
ened at 0,30 a. m. by tho gaoler. Mr. 
^Moresby procured a blacksmith who 
struck all thoirons off them. FathorHorris 
acconipaniod by one or two of tho fathers 
thou wont in and spent a short time with 
thom after whicli thoy partook lioartily 
of buttered toast and cofi'eo. Tho hang- 
man, a elum.sy performer, pinioned thom 
with elbow and hand straps specially 
made for tho occasion. The haiiginaii 
hung his head as ho approached AJlaii, 
who darted a sharp look at him at tho 
same time saying, "Do your work, T for- 
give you." None of the others niatle any 
remarks, but Charlio trembled violently. 
The procession headed by tliesuperintend- 
ont of police then made for tho scaffold. 
Allan first, thou Charlie, then Archie, and 
Hare brought up the rear. Allan's face 
was deadly pale, but seemingly resigned. 
Charlio waa like a sheet with heavy beads 
of sweat acro.s.'? hi."* brow. Archie was nat- 
ural, just as ho always was, not a sign of 
fear or trembling on him, and walking 
with a firm, bolt! step. Hare was [lale 
with a tear or two in his eye uliieh ho 
wiped olf when lie reached tho platform 
of the scaflbld. The priests accom- 
panied thom on tho scaflbld. 
Each of the unfortunate men made a short 
statement, asking everybody to forgive 
them, and saying als(j that thoy forgave 
everybody. Allan on tho .scaffold parti- 
cularly ref|ucsted Moresby to forgive him 
for any trouble he had given him. Hare 
and Allan shook hands with tho hangman. 
As the ropes wore adjusted Father Che- 
ruso from tho foot of the steps cried out,

UELLA COOLA /-V ISUHit. '< 

By the arrival of the steamship Cali- 
fornia, Capt. Carroll, wu havo later ad- 
vices from Sitka and Wrangel. When 
about 20 miles above Bella Coola two 
canoes of Indians pulled alfuigsido the 
steamer and informed the ofliccrs and 
pasasngera that the H. B. Co.'s post and 
Indian rancherie had been burnt to tho 
ground. No further p.articulars were 
gathered. Mes.srs. Sylvester, Humphreys, 
Si. Costellu and Allan Francis, jr., came 
down as passengers to this city. There 
are two passengers on boaril for San Fran- 
cisco, about §1500 worth of furs from 
Sitka and I?S(KX) in treasure from Wran- 
gel also came down. Seven Kussian pri- 
soners are on board en route for Portland 
where thoy will be tried for manufactur- 
ing hoolchenoo. Thoy arc in clmrgo of 
Lioutenanta Hanas and Fasaott. A man 
named Arnold was also under arrest at 
Wrangel for tho same offence. There 
wero about GO miners at Wrangel, some 
of whom wero going to tho now diggings 
iu Alaska. The winter is said to be veiy 
severe in C'assiar ; much more so than 
usual. Milling operations are therefore 
at a standstill. At Sitka there was less 
snow than at Nanaimo.
